In this connection, the Director stated that if 
it were possible for CIA to actually decide what we desired in this matter 
and could get concurrence from State, our proposed changes might oe 
discussed at the Friday luncheon with the Secretaries of Army, Navj and air.

a. Referred to his discussion at yesterday's ADs meeting concerning our 
personnel strength and reiterated that we would not go beyond the figure 
mentioned. He went on to say that in the future we must be more selective 
in our personnel procurement and that if necessary we would curtail our 
operations. He also noted that there was no way around the fact that sudden 
large increases of our personnel strength would make us vulnerable security 
wise.
